This book has the same types 
as our incunabulum and therefore it is certain that this has been printed at 
Sant’ Orso by Johannes de Reno. It is possible that he continued printing at Vi- 
cenza already during the last months of 1475. We know at first a product of 
him printed at Vicenza with the date 1476.

A superb woodcut-book of extreme and well known rarity. 
It is adorned with 191 very curious and very original cuts. The first, as a full- 
page frontispiece, represents Aesop, within a fine floral border with animals and 
men (see reproduction C. F. Murray Cat: I, 24). The 24 leaf is surrounded by 
the so-called stork-border, consisting of interlacing foliage with 15 different fi- 
gures of birds. On this leaf begins the dedication and on verso the life of Ae- 
sop, continuing to leaf 21 (c’). The life of Aesop is illustrated by 26 cuts. On 
l. 21v. commences the prologue to the Fables ending on 1. 67, then follow the 
additions: Fabulae Extravagantes, Fabulae novae, translated by Rinu- 
cius, the Fables of Avianus, and the Fabulae Collectae. All these Fables 
are richly Illustrated by the famous cuts, afterwards used by Ger. Leeu at Ant- 
werp. The designs are admirable for force of expression and of feature, the 
accessories are very interesting and full of character. The story is always told in 
the most direct and the clearest manner. The cuts are the work of an admirable 
artist. 

There are also very nice woodcut initials Of handsome design, 
representing florals and lion’s head. Six of them show “Occupations of the Months”, 
originally used in a German Calender, they represent a shepherd, feasting, trim- 
ming vines, playing the lute, reaping, killing swine (see reproductions in Jennings, 
Early Woodcut Initials, p. 155, 157). 

Our copy is of special value as being in the best state of conser- 
vation. All leaves are entirely clean and nearly untouched, one finds no worm- 
hole as it is the case in the few copies known. Only the two borders of the 2 
first leaves are at the outer and lower margins insignificantly cut short, as it is 
in the other copies known too. Otherwise our copy is in the most excellent 
condition bound in a contemporary binding.

Avicenna (Abu Ali al-Husain ibn Abdallah ibn Sina) was born 
980 at Afshena and died in 1037 at Hamadan. 
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“It was mainly accident which determined [that from the 12th[to the 17th 
century Avicenna should be the guide of medical study in European universities, 
and eclipse the names of Rhazes, Ali ibn al-Abbas and Avenzoar. His 
work is not essentially different from that of his predecessors Rhazes and Ali. 
But the “Canon” of Avicenna is distinguished from the Al-Hawi (Continens) 
or Summery of Rhazes by its greater method, due perhaps to the logical studies 
of the former, and entitling him to his surname of Prince of the Physicians. The 
work includes five books ; of which the first and second treat of physiology, pa- 
thology and hygiene, the third and fourth deal with the methods of treating dis- 
ease, and the fifth describes the composition and preparation of remedies” (En- 
cycl. Britt.). 

This edition is printed by Maufer’s third press, who produced in connection 
with various partners only a few number of books, of which the British Museum 
possesses only two, bothimperfect. It is one oft the rarest editions of Avicenna 


and we could not trace another copy to have been on sale since the last 
30 years. 


There is no copy in the Brit. Mus. or Bodleian Libr., no copy 
in the German public libraries and even the copy mentioned by 
Pellechet seems not to be complete having only 458 leaves 

and not 466 like Copinger.

America. This passage is on ful. p;, in a chapter headed ‘An sit ubique Ciristl 
lex promulgata’, and runs in English translation as follows: 

“But it is a question if it has been. fulfilled: and their word went out Ls 
all the world —, if under ‘world’ the Continent is to he understood, I do not 
doubt it; but if the word ‘world’ covers the whole J. che inhabited earth, I do 
doubt it, and particularly for this reason, because 1n our days through the ac- 
tivity of the kings of Spain in the Atlantic, the Aethiopic and Indian Ocean, 
aye even unto the tropic of Capricorn an the Torrid Zone, where the other in- 
habited part of the earth lies, many isles have been discovered, inhabited by 
men and much bigger than ours, some of them having a circumference of 
3,000 miles and more. These isles are mentioned neither by Strabo, nor any 
other old writer, from which it is certain that they remained unknown until 
now and only have received the tiding of Christ...“ 

On the evidence of these details and precise data not the least doubt can 
remain that we have here to do with a genuine and original early Ameri- 
canum, since these sentences cannot apply to smaller islands in the West Atlantic 
but must be taken as referring to the discovery of the American Continent: a fact 
which entirely has escaped the notice of all bibliographers up to now. — The 
book was written by Battista Spagnoli, or Mantuanus, a general of the order 
of the Carmelites, who was born in Mantua, ca. 1436, and died in 1516. Itis a 
kind of manual of meditation, apparently intended for the use of the Carmelite 
friars, and deals with philosophical, religious, medical and other subjects of ge- 
neral interest, of which we quote some headings: De morbi cognitione. — De 
duplici morbo hominis. — De morborum spiritualium origine. — De vi appetitus. 
— Quid valeat habitus. — Quae sit summa hominis miseria. — De animae |iber-

“The woodcut illustrations are among the most remarkable of XV th 
century designs. They mark, with those in Breydenbach;, a new departure 
from the old style, all the figures seeming to be directly studied from Nature, 
the artist having probably reproduced in his pictures physiognomical and 
sartorical peculiarities as he saw them among his friends and neighbours in the 
district in which he lived. Often, as in Direr’s cuts, one seems to recognise the 
well-fed (but often villanous-looking) German burgomaster or some official 
against whom the artist may have borne a grudge. The human, animal and 
terrestrial forms ave all well rounded in the outline, the solid appearence being 
enhanced by shading of short semi-circular lines massed together. Trees are 
generally leafless, but show close study of their forms, probably never hitherto 
rendered so faithfully. A few of the cuts appear to have been modelled on sub- 
jects in the Biblia Pauperum. These remarks apply to the 85 illustrations of the 
Old Testament (90 by repetition), which ead: measure about 110X195 mm. The 
other are by different hands”. 


The 49 cuts illustrating the five books of Moses are perhaps the finest 
and best cuts made in the 15th century. The other cuts are ascribed — after 
new researches — to a painter Bernt Notke of Lubec. 

The Bible is written in a pure Low Saxon dialect and of great importance 
for linguistic studies. 

The ,whimsical gloss or commentary” js incorporated with the text, and 
is in the same type. Although N. de Lyra (c. 1270—1340) is said to be the 
author, the gloss “would seem to have been composed in part by Hugo de 
S. Victore (c. 1007—1141) and other early commentators”. 
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The Liibeck Bible is excessively rare and only parts of the book appear 
from time to time on the market. Our copy is nearly complete and only 2 
leaves (aa,, gg.) — both of the not so important second part — are missing 
and supplied in excellent facsimiles. About 16 leaves are remargined and ab. 10

These woodcuts are the finest 
work of the kind which had yet appeared in Germany and were designed pro- 
bably under the influence of the Dutch School of Art. Albert Durer is said 
to have been animated by these illustrations when drawing his ‘Apocalypse’.

This is one of the finest of the German Bibles and the only one printed 
by Koberger in that language.

Of special interest are the 2 woodcuts used in this small 
book. The large title cut representing the monastery on the mountain, 
shows in the right upper corner the Virgin and the Child with a saw. The moun- 
tain is indeed jagged as a saw and the second cut, following the colophon, 
depicts the Virgin and the Child, who is engaged using a saw upon one of the 
peaks of the mountain. 

The book is printed with the Gothic types 1, 2, and 3 of Luschner. It is 
the first single Latin edition of the “Instructio novitiorum” of Bonaventura. 

This curious and nice book is of the greatest rarity. Haeb- 
ler knows only one copy at Madrid.

“Of remarkable XV th century books with woodcuts, that of the Pilgri- 
mage of Bernhard von Breydenbach, Dean of Mainz, (died 1497), is perhaps 
the most notable, being the first illustrated book of travel ever printed, the 
folding panoramic views thus being the earliest to appear in this form. 
These woodcuts are the first authentic representations of the famous plans 
depicted, i. e. the ports usually visited by every pilgrim of the period when 
journeying from Venice to Jerusalem.“ 


“This is the first instance in which a single painter is definitely known to 
have undertaken the illustration of a printed book. It is remarkable that in all 
illustrated books of the XVth century (with probably the single exception of the 
Nuremberg Chronicle, 1493), no mention is made of the name of the artist, but 
in the case of the Breydenbach it is preserved by being recorded more than 
once in the text. This artist was Erhard Reuwich, a ‘skilful painter’ of 
Utrecht, who accompanied the Dean for the purpose of graphically recording the 
impressions of the voyage.” 

Breydenbach himself was the son of Gerlach von Breidenbach, of the an- 
cient and noble line of Breidenbach-Biiresheim, probably still represented in Ger- 
many. The two principal fellow-pilgrims who started from Oppenheim ,with him 
were the Graf Johann von Solms, lord of Mintzenberg and the 
knight Philip von Bicken, who acted as guardian to the young Count. From 
25 Apr. 1483 to the end of January 1484 was occupied by the Pilgrimage, which 
is the subject of this book. 

Besides the 7 large folded views there are the following other woodcuts. 
That on the verso of first leaf, a full-page woodcut of a female figure represent. 
the city of Mainz, supporting three shields bearing the arms of the three com- 
panions: Breidenbach, Johannes comes in Solms and Philippus de Bicken. The 
upper part is occupied by diildren playing amid foliage. This cut is con- 
sidered to be the earliest with cross-hatching used in the 
execution.

Besides these are examples of 
alphabets viz. Arabic, Hebrew, Greek, Syriac, Coptic, and Ethiopic. 


On the bac of the Jerusalem view are two cuts: a small of the Holy 
Sepulchre and a full-page cut of animals, Seraffa (Giraffe), Cocodrillus, Capre de 
India, Unicornus, Camelus, Salemandra and a great ape. One the last page is a 
pretty device of a woman holding a child with the Henneberg arms. 


One can write aboute this book still many pages but here is not the pla- 
ce to do so. Our description forms part of the excellent descriptions given by H.W. 
Davies in his book “Bernhard v. Breydenbach and his journey to the Holy 
Land 1483—84”. Lond. 1911 and in the Fairfax Murray Cat. of early German books. 
At the whole, the first edition of Breydenbach’s jorney is one of the 
great woodcut books of the fifteenth century and important as well for 
its contents as for the high artistic value of the illustrations 
made by areal artist aud giving the first authentic views of a 
number of cities. 
é This book is of the greatest rarity, especially in good and complete con- 
ition. 
Our copy is quite complete and a very fine and large one with all the 
woodcut views in original impressions and quite intact. All the woodcuts are

On the 2"4 leaf the arms of the Emperor Maximilian and on the 
verso those of Florian Waldauff v. Waldenstein, who had borne to ex- 
pense of the production of this Latin edition as also of the German edition 
of 1502.

The other 10 full- 
page illustrations are composed of several blocks with letterpress in between. 


The assignation of these beautiful cuts has caused endless discussions among 
the art-critics. Dodgson places them among Direr’s doubtful works and he sta- 
tes them to be “possibly by Direr himself, but still more ... by the artist of 
the Narrensdhiff, Ritter v. Turn and other illustrations attributed by Burdhardt 
to Diirer and by Weisbach to an anonymous ‘Master of the Bergmann-Printing- 
House’.” 3 

This was published by Dodgson in 1903, but ever since the tendency 
among specialists has been to regard the whole oeuvre of the ,Bergmann-Master” 
or “Birgitta-Master”, as he was also called, with increasing conviction as the 
work of Direr himself. 

Our copy is in the best state of preservation. The cuts are entirely 
free from colour, the leaves are very clean and large throughout. In the 
blank margins of the first 4 leaves three small wormholes.

Extremely rare and very interesting specimen of an imprint from the 
first press of Briinn (Czechoslovakia) with full colophon. The first prin- 
ters were Conrad Stahel, a priest from Blaubeuren and Mathias Preun- 
lein of Ulm. Stahel had been partner of Benedictus Mayr at Passau in 1482 
and of Andreas Corvus of Venice in 1484, where he had probably met Math. 
Preunlein. 

The press of these two partners at Brinn had produced only ten 
books altogether, several of which are known only in single copies. The 
British Museum possesses three examples. 

This interesting treatise on the Study of Law by the famous Paduan legist 
(died ca. 1490), is the second or third product of this press. It is printed in 
two beautiful, large Gothic types. ”The author raises some interesting 
questions, but often offers disappointingly vague answers, as to his query ‘Quis 
locus ad studium videatur esse potissimus:‘ and in his remarks ‘de paranda veste 
libris ac preceptore‘. He advises students to give four hours to work in the 
morning and four in the evening, and to keep a horologe in their cubicles that 
they may know how time goes. To the question whether points should be read 
up before or after the oral lecture he answers, both. He is also clear that the 
canon law should be studied before the civil.” (Pollard, Hawkins Cat. p. 292.) 

In the recently issued little guide-book to the Ann Mary Brown-Memorial, 
the author of the descriptive essay, Miss Stillwell, in a brief paragraph on the 
chief treasures of the Rush C. Hawkins-Collection, especially mentions this 
volume in these words: A small quarto, a treatise on the study of law, issued at 
Briinn in 1488 is of surpassing beauty.

Joannes Eremita Cassianus, a celebrated recluse, was probably born 
about 360. In company with his friend Germanus he visited Egypt, and dwelt 
for several years among the ascetics of the desert near the banks of the 
Nile. At the request of Castor, bishop of Apt, he wrote two monumental and 
influential treatises on the monastic life. The De Institutione Coenobiorum (in 
12 books) describes the dress, the food, the devotional exercises, tbe discipline 
and the special spiritual dangers of monastic life in the East (gluttony, unchastity, 
avarice, anger, gloom, apathy, vanity and pride), — The book is preceded by an 
alphabetical register and short notes on the life of Cassianus and his writings, 
followed by a long poem in hexameters.

It is known that the book is printed with two types, the remarkable very 
small and fine text type, first used in 1450, and a larger type here only used 
for the title-heading and the colophon. But of the greatest importance are the 
Greek letters here used for the first time at all. Proctor ,, The Printing of Greek“ 
on p. 24 says about this remarkable fact: ,,Though the history of Greek printing 
up to 1500 is virtually confined to Italy, the first book in which an attempt is 
made at printing Greek words was the work of a non-Italian press. This is the 
edition of the De Officiis and Paradoxa of Cicero printed by Peter Schéffer at 
Mainz in 1465. It is not indeed certain that this is actually the first printed 
book containing Greek words, because it is not necessarily earlier than the 
Lactantius printed at Subiaco on October 30 of the same year. But as a second 
edition of the Cicero appeared in February 1466, it is natural to assign the first 
edition to the earlier part of the year before; so that probability is in its 
favour, and against the Lactantius. In the Paradoxa, each of its six sections is 
headed by a Greek apophthegm. These puzzled the early printers a good deal... 


It is certain that this famous work is one of the most 
precious products of the art of printing, itis also well known, that a 
complete copy of this edition on paper with full colophon and 
printer’s mark and in the original binding was not offered for 
sale since the last fourty years or more. But our copy coming di- 
rectly from the library of a monastery was still never on the market 
and is not mentioned by Seymour de Ricci. The state of its preservation is 
unique and totally unattained. The last leaf containing the Horace 
lines is quite intact. 

A former owner hasfadded many very legible and elegant marginal and 
interlined notes. The first note on the 1st leaf contains dates of Cicero’s life 
and a short description of the ,De Officiis*. 


Besides all these above-mentional excellent qualities, our copy is bound 
in a very remarkable contemporary binding of the greatest 
interest for all collectors and experts. There are used about 17 or 18 
different, nice stamps, but of principal interest is the name ,s. eriber” (Heribert) or the 
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name ,e. criber“ or ,criher“, four times used on each plate. 
mentioned still now in the book-binding literature and here mentioned for the 
first time. The preservation of the binding is rather good a few places are 
slightly rubbed, but most of the stamps appear very fresh.

Sr This is the second edition of the German Hortus, and the first issued by 
Schénsperger,a very rapidly made reprint (within 5 months) of the Mainz Hor- 
tus of Schéffer, dated March 28 of the same year. 

It is one:of the most beautiful editions of the Hortus. All the sub- 
sequent ones are printed in 2 columns and illustrated by woodcuts of much 
smaller size. 

it is supposed that the Hortus was compiled jby one Johann de Cube 
who names himself in chapter 76 speaking of ”ein gute arczney die mal ver- 
sucht an vil enden von mir meister Johan von Cube”, and who is identified with 
Dr. Joh. Wonnecke, of Caub or Cube, who was town-physician of Frank- 
fort at the end of the 15th century. In the preface is an account of the prepa- 
ration of the book of which it is stated that the originator of the work caused 
a master learned in medicine to compile from the great masters, Galen, Avi- 
cenna, Serapion, and others, a volume dealing with the virtues of herbs, &c., but 
finding that it was essential to include certain plants that grew in foreign lands, 
he prepared himself for a pilgrimage to the Holy Sepuldre. Thus, in the com- 
pany of a skilful painter, he undertook a long journey through Italy, Greece and 
other countries to the Holy Land, thence to Arabia Minor, Mount Sinai, Baby- 
lonia, and by Alexandria into Egypt. The identity of this scientific traveller 
who was a presumably rich man, apparently not a doctor, cannot be established. 


Besides the series of Herbs and natural objects which the work describes, 
it contains an index of drugs according to their uses, a short treatise on ”the

Of the twenty books 
the first treats of Grammar, the third of Mathematics and Astronomy, 
the fourth of Medicine, the fifth of Law, the seventh of God and the an- 
gels, the twelfth of Animals, the fourteenth of the Earth, Paradise, 
all the countries of the world and the islands, the sixteenth on 
Minerals and Precious Stones, the nineteenth on Shipbuildin g, ardii- 
tecture and other technological subjects.

After the report of the “Kommission fir den Gesamtkatalog der Wiegen- 
drucke” this extremely rare work is printed by Boninus de Boninis. It 
is therefore his first product printed at Brescia. The earliest book 
mentioned by Proctor of this press is dated 6 June 1483. 

The author lived at the beginning of the 14th cent. and was general of the 
Minorites. This large commentary to the “Ethica Nicomachea” of Aristotle is 
his only work printed in the XVth cent. It contains many chapters interesting for 
Psychology.

The Nuremberg Chronicle has held, and still holds a unique position 
among pictorial chronicles, as being the most remarkable production of its 
kind. It is a general history beginning with the creation of the world, and carying 
on the subject to the reign of the Emperor Maximilian, with whose characteristic 
portrait the volume closes. The illustrations are of great interest and are very 
varied, representing the progress of Creation; genealogies being made to form 
ornamental borderings by means of their decorative linking together with foliage 
and brandiwork, often treated with great boldness and beauty, Cyclops, Herma- 
phrodites, Views of Cities, Portraits of Emperors, and many others impossible to 
mention in a brief catalogue discription.

This work is of the highest importance to the history and geography of 
America. The first part contains the German translation of Acosta’s »De natura 
novi orbis”, the esteemed preliminary draft of his celebrated Historia. This first 
part is divided into two books. They are containing interesting chapters on 
astronomy, geography, and history and discovery of America, on the »Magnet”, 
on the manners and custom of the inhabitants, on the zoology etc. The second 
book deals especielly with the climate in America and contains numerous curious 
and interesting meteorological notes. 

The second part represents the real value of this book. 
It comprises 20 maps engraved in copper showing the different 
parts of America.

A very curious picture-book of high interest and importance in the histo- 
ry of literature and civilisation. It is, in imitation of pedagogical plays invented 
by Murner, a book of instruction for card games by which the rules of the Latin 
grammar should be made more intelligible to the scholars and better inscribed 
to the memory, according to the then much used text-books, the “ars minor 
Donati” and the “regula Remigii”. The numerous and very interesting large wood-

The author, Matthias Ringmann a famous Alsacian humanist, born 
at Schlettstadt 1482, died 1511, was renowned as poet, grammarian and especially 
as historian and geographer. Besides his importance as author of the “Gramma- 
tica figurata”, Ringmann deserves special interest for the history of geography. 
He was the corrector of the text of the famous book of Hylacomylus (or 
Waldseemiller) “Cosmographicae Introductio”. This is the first book printed 
at St. Dié (1507) and the first one to contain the name America; from this 
book the newly discovered continent has derived its name for all time. — Further 
the present book is of great geographical account as giving some dates for the 
origin of the important Strassburg-Ptolemy edition of 1513. 
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The “Grammatica figurata” is of an extreme rarity, only three copies 
being known and these three copies are all in Public Libraries, viz. at Miinchen, 
Vienna and Prag (defective). This scarcity results from the destination of such a 
popular school-book: by the daily use of the students it was soon worn out and 
then thrown away. Thus no copy of this Rarissimum has ever been on the 
market. 

The information regarding the author, his literary work and his relations 
with Waldseemiller and the other Alsacian humanists see Schmidt, Histoire 
littéraire de l’Alsace, II, p. 87—132. There is published in 1905 a Facsimile- 
Edition of this curious book with a historical account by F. R. v. Wieser, 
which we will forward to the buyer of the above book.

Good & perfect copy of this famous medical compendium which must al- 
ways be considered the foundation stone of any collection of early printed me- 
dical books. Its high value and importance principally lies with the beautiful 
woodcuts, which really are of very fine design but do not show any monogram 
or other indication of an artist. They are considered the earliest anatomi- 
cal woodcut ever published and are probably from the designs of Man- 
tegna. “The design is undoubtedly by an artist nearly related to Gentile Bel- 
lini... There is a statuesque ease in the arrangement of the compositions, which 
gives them an appearance of relief, and harmonises admirably with the simple 
and firm outline-drawing. The scenes which exhibit the dying plague-patient, 
and the consultation of doctors, have a touch of that solemn gravity which Ve- 
netian art knew so well how to infuse into the pictorial representation of im- 
portant incidents” (Lippmann, Wood Engr. pp. 99—103.) These cuts are virtually 
unique, their beauty and boldness of drawing combined never having been pre- 
viously approached, in later years its only possible rival being the Poliphilus. 
They first appeared in 1493 in an Italian edition by the same printer: unknown 
to Hain and now practically unprocurable, and appear in our edition with slight 
alternations in two cases only.

The book itself is a collection of medical treatises by various contempo- 
raries of Ketham who was a German physician, living perhaps in Italy towards 
the end of the 15th century. The book contains the following treatises: De uri- 
narum iudiciis; de fleubothomia et venis; de cautelis venarum ; de membris geni- 
talibus; de problematibus; de cyrugia; de egritudinibus particularibus; de peste;

‘The author of the two first treatises, Pantaleon de 
Conflentia (or of Vercelli), lived in the first half of the 14th century, and was 
professor of medicine at Pavia and at Turin. The first treatise is an important 
pharmaceutic manual, containing the detailed mixture of many different 
pills and their medical effects. The second treatise is an interesting monograph 
on milk and cheeses. 

It describes e. g. the different kinds of milk, the ,colostrum” and the milk 
of animals, the preparation of butter und cheese etc., and their thera- 
peutical use. 

Gabriel de Zerbis lived at the end of the 15th and at beginning of the 
10th century, he was professor of medicine at Padua. His treatise contains 
practical advises for physicians on the treatment and medical attendance to 
their patients.

First edition of the famous-,Epitome”, the rarest and per- 
haps the most curious and interesting work of Vesalius. 

Choulant (p. 180) writes on this book: ,This work is very rare and is 
incomplete in most of the existing editions, because it never was 
intended to be bound together, but rather for use in separate sheets, as appears 
from the concluding paragraph on sheet M. It should, therefore, also be included 
in the group of fugitive sheets (fliegende Blatter). The 12 first sheets 
bear the signature A— M and are printed on both sides. The two last sheets, 
following the concluding paragraph, are without signature and are printed on 
one side only. All the individual parts are intended to be cut out, are to be 
pasted together into two whole figures. Elaborate directions for this procedure 
are given...” 

The title-page is made from the same plate as that in the edition of the 
principal work of 1543, and so are also Vesalius picture on page 11 (G), 
the skeleton page 17 (K), the nerves, page 21 (M), and the dhief figure as well 
as several smaller figures among the sheets without signature. On the other 
hand, we do not find in the principal work the five myologic plates (leaf G, 
H, J, and the nude figures of a man and a woman (page 18, 19, K, L), 
the latter especially well drawn and beautifully executed. 

These seven plates have been added in the Epitome.” 

Our copy is quite complete, it contains also the two extremely rare 
leaves at the end, without signature. De Feyfer knows only two com- 
plete copies (at Utrecht and Léwen). The great value of the ,Epitome”, which 
is published in the same year and month as the first edition of the ,F abrica”, 
is well known. 

The superb cuts are probably the work of Jan Stephan van 
Calcar (1499—1546), who lived at Naples where he also executed the cuts for 
the Epitome and the Fabrica of Vesal (cf. Thieme-Becker V, p. 376). 

Our copy of this extremely scarce and famous work is in a very good 
state of preservation. The cuts are all entirely uncoloured, the leaves 
1—12 are free from any wormhole and the margins are very ample. From a fold 
in the middle of all leaves are resulted insignificant tears in the leaves G—M 
which are repaired, in leaf L with insignificant lost of 1 or 2 letters at the 


margin. 
In the last 2 leaves without signature are some small wormholes.

An extremely rare edition of this romance, printed in a very curious, 
small Roman type, attributed by Proctor to Giovanni di Reno at Vicenza. This 
printer worked there from the year 1475. 

Pellechet no. 150 describes a copy of this edition at Ste.-Geneviéve bound 
together with another incunable (Hain 12894) which has the full colophon of 
Johannes de Reno at Sant’ Orso, dated 1475. This book has the same types 
as our incunabulum and therefore it is certain that this has been printed at 
Sant’ Orso by Johannes de Reno. It is possible that he continued printing at Vi- 
cenza already during the last months of 1475. We know at first a product of 
him printed at Vicenza with the date 1476. 

A precious edition of this romance, very popular in the 15th century 
written in the style of Boccaccio. 

Excellently preserved copy, very large and clean.

The letter is dated: Siena 1460 and is 
written before the council at Mantua. 

Gerardus Lisa or Gerard van der Leye of Harlebeke printed some twenty 
books at Treviso. He is the first printer of this town and began printing 
there in 1471.

A superb woodcut-book of extreme and well known arity. 
It is adorned with 191 very curious and very original cuts. The first, as a full- 
page frontispiece, represents Aesop, within a fine floral border with animals and 
men (see reproduction C. F. Murray Cat. I, 24). The 24 leaf is surrounded by 
the so-called stork-border, consisting of interlacing foliage with 15 different fi- 
gures of birds. On this leaf begins the dedication and on verso the life of Ae- 
sop, continuing to leaf 21 (c’). The life of Aesop is illustrated by 26 cuts. On 
I. 21_v. commences the prologue to the Fables ending on 1. 67, then follow the 
additions: Fabulae Extravagantes, Fabulae novae, translated by Rinu- 
cius, the Fables of Avianus, and the Fabulae Collectae. All these Fables 
are richly Illustrated by the famous cuts, afterwards used by Ger. Leeu at Ant- 
werp. The designs are admirable for force of expression and of feature, the 
accessories are very interesting and full of character. The story is always told in 
the most direct and the clearest manner. The cuts are the work of an admirable 
artist. 

There are also very nice woodcut initials 0f handsome design, 
representing florals and lion’s head. Six of them show “Occupations of the Months” 
originally used in a.German Calender, they represent a shepherd, feasting, trim- 
ming vines, playing the lute, reaping, killing swine (see reproductions in Jennings, 
Early Woodcut Initials, p. 155, 157). 

Our copy is of special value as being in the best state of conser- 
vation. All leaves are entirely clean and nearly untouched, one finds no worm- 
hole as it is the case in the few copies known. Only the two borders of the 2 
first leaves are at the outer and lower margins insignificantly cut short, as it is 
in the other copies known too. Otherwise our copy is in the most excellent 
condition bound in a contemporary binding.

The Standard Work of early Medical Science and the Capital Work of 
Avicenna the most famous Arabian physician. 

Avicenna (Abu Ali al-Husain ibn Abdallah ibn Sina) was born 
980 at Afshena and died in 1037 at Hamadan. 
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“It was mainly accident which determined that from the 12th to the 17th 
century Avicenna should be the guide of medical study in European universities, 
and eclipse the names of Rhazes, Ali ibn al-Abbas and Avenzoar. His 
work is not essentially different from that of his predecessors Rhazes and Ali. 
But the “Canon” of Avicenna is distinguished from the Al-Hawi (Continens) 
or Summery of Rhazes by its greater method, due perhaps to the logical studies 
of the former, and entitling him to his surname of Prince of the Physicians. The 
work includes five books ; of which the first and second treat of physiology, pa- 
thology and hygiene, the third and fourth deal with the methods of treating dis- 
ease, and. the fifth describes the composition and preparation of remedies” (En- 
cycl. Britt.). 

This edition is printed by Maufer’s third press, who produced in connection 
with various partners only a few number of books, of which the British Museum 
possesses only two, bothimperfect. It is one oft the rarest editions of Avicenna 
and we could not trace another copy to have been on sale since the last 
30 years. 


There is no copy in the Brit. Mus. or Bodleian Libr., no copy 
in the German public libraries and even the copy mentioned by 
Pellechet seems not to be complete having only 458 leaves 
and not 466 like Copinger. 


Our copy contains all the five books of the Canon and only an appendix 
of 34 leaves with the small tract “Canticum de medicina” is missing.

This is the last dated book from the press of Johann Bergmann. The special 
point about this extremely scarce book is another one: it contains a passage 
of outstandig interest, dealing with the then widening question of World- 
Evangelisation, in which reference is made to great territorial discoveries 
in distant oceans in terms, which can only be interpreted as referring to 
America. This passage is on fol. p,, in a chapter headed ‘An sit ubique Christi 
lex promulgata’, and runs in English translation as follows: 

“But it is a question if it has been fulfilled: and their word went out into 
all the world —, if under ‘world’ the Continent is to 'e understood, I do not 
doubt it; but if the word ‘world’ covers the whole J. che inhabited earth, I do 
doubt it, and particularly for this reason, because 1n our days through the ac- 
tivity of the kings of Spain in the Atlantic, the Aethiopic and Indian Ocean, 
aye even unto the tropic of Capricorn an the Torrid Zone, where the other in- 
habited part of the earth lies, many isles have been discovered, inhabited by 
men and much bigger than ours, some of them having a circumference of 
3,000 miles and more. These isles are mentioned neither by Strabo, nor any 
other old writer, from which it is certain that they remained unknown until 
now and only have received the tiding of Christ...“ 

On the evidence of these details and precise data not the least doubt can 
remain that we have here to do with a genuine and original early Ameri- 
canum, since these sentences cannot apply to smaller islands in the West Atlantic 
but must be taken as referring to the discovery of the American Continent: a fact 
which entirely has escaped the notice of all bibliographers up to now. — The 
book was written by Battista Spagnoli, or Mantuanus, a general of the order 
of the Carmelites, who was born in Mantua, ca, 1436, and died in 1516. It is a 
kind of manual of meditation, apparently intended for the use of the Carmelite 
friars, and deals with philosophical, religious, medical and other subjects of ge- 
neral interest, of whic: we quote some headings: De morbi cognitione. — De 
duplici morbo hominis. — De morborum spiritualium origine. — De vi appetitus. 
— Quid valeat habitus. — Quae sit summa hominis miseria. — De animae liber- 
tate. — In quo consistit foelicitas in hac vita. — Sex causae flagellorum nostro- 
rum. — Quae sint mortis causae. — Causa brevis vitae. — De vi & natura mi- 
raculorum. — An mors corporis sit naturalis. — De loco damnatorum: qui dici- 
tur infernus.

“The woodcut illustrations are among the most remarkable of XV th 
century designs. They mark, with those in Breydenbach, a new departure 
from the old style, all the figures seeming to be directly studied from Nature, 
the artist having probably reproduced in his pictures physiognomical and 
sartorical peculiarities as he saw them among his friends and neighbours in the 
district in which he lived. Often, as in Direr’s cuts, one seems to recognise the 
well-fed (but often villanous-looking) German burgomaster or some official 
against whom the artist may have borne a grudge. The human, animal and 
terrestrial forms ave all well rounded in the outline, the solid appearence being 
enhanced by shading of short semi-circular lines massed together. Trees are 
generally leafless, but show close study of their forms, probably never hitherto 
rendered so faithfully. A few of the cuts appear to have been modelled on sub- 
jects in the Biblia Pauperum. These remarks apply to the 85 illustrations of the 
Old Testament (90 by repetition), which each measure about 110195 mm. The 
other are by different hands”. 


The 49 cuts illustrating the five books of Moses are perhaps the finest 
and best cuts made in the 15th century. The other cuts are ascribed — after 
new researches — to a painter Bernt Notke of Lubec. 


The Bible is written in a pure Low Saxon dialect and of great importance 
for linguistic studies. 


The ,whimsical gloss or commentary” is incorporated with the text, and 
is in the same type. Although N. de Lyra (c. 1270—1340) is said to be the 
author, the gloss “would seem to have been composed in part by Hugo de 
S. Victore (c. 1007—1141) and other early commentators”. 
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The Liibeck Bible is excessively rare and only parts of the book appear 
from time to time on the market.

“Of remarkable XV th century books with woodcuts, that of the Pilgri- 
mage of Bernhard von Breydenbach, Dean of Mainz, (died 1497), is perhaps 
the most notable, being the first illustrated book of travel ever printed, the 
folding panoramic views thus being the earliest to appear in this form. 
These woodcuts are the first authentic representations of the famous plans 
depicted, i. e. the ports usually visited by every pilgrim of the period when 
journeying from Venice to Jerusalem.“ 

“This is the first instance in which a single painter is definitely known to 
have undertaken the illustration of a printed book. It is remarkable that in all 
illustrated books of the XVth century (with probably the single exception of the 
Nuremberg Chronicle, 1493), no mention is made of the name of the artist, but 
in the case of the Breydenbach it is preserved by being recorded more than 
once in the text. This artist was Erhard Reuwich, a ‘skilful painter’ of 
Utrecht, who accompanied the Dean for the purpose of graphically recording the 
impressions of the voyage.” 

Breydenbach himself was the son of Gerlach von Breidenbach, of the an- 
cient and noble line of Breidenbach-Biiresheim, probably still represented in Ger- 
many. The two principal fellow-pilgrims who started from Oppenheim with him 
were the Graf Johann von Solms, lord of Mintzenberg and the 
knight Philip von Bic&ken, who acted as guardian to the young Count. From 
25 Apr. 1483 to the end of January 1484 was occupied by the Pilgrimage, which 
is the subject of this book. 

Besides the 7 large folded views there are the following other woodcuts. 
That on the verso of first leaf, a full-page woodcut of a female figure represent. 
the city of Mainz, supporting three shields bearing the arms of the three com- 
panions: Breidenbach, Johannes comes in Solms and Philippus de Bicken. The 
upper part is occupied by children playing amid foliage. This cut is con- 
sidered to be the earliest with cross-hathing used in the 
execution.

India, Unicornus, Camelus, Salemandra and a great ape. One the last page is a 
pretty device of a woman holding a child with the Henneberg arms. 


One can write aboute this book still many pages but here is not the pla- 
ce to do so. Our description forms part of the excellent descriptions given by H.W. 
Davies in his book “Bernhard v. Breydenbachh and his journey to the Holy 
Land 1483—84”. Lond. 1911 and in the Fairfax Murray Cat. of early German books. 

At the whole, the first edition of Breydenbach’s jorney is one of the 
great woodcut books of the fifteenth century and important as well for 
its contents as for the high artistic value of the illustrations 
made by areal artist aud giving the first authentic views of a 
number of cities.

The assignation of these beautiful cuts has caused endless discussions among 
the art-critics. Dodgson places them among Direr’s doubtful works and he sta- 
tes them to be “possibly by Durer himself, but still more ... by the artist of 
the Narrenschiff, Ritter v. Turn and other illustrations attributed by Burdhardt 
to Durer and by Weisbach to an anonymous ‘Master of the Bergmann-Printing- 
House’.” 

This was published by Dodgson in 1903, but ever since the tendency 
among specialists has been to regard the whole oeuvre of the »Bergmann-Master” 
or “Birgitta-Master”, as he was also called, with increasing conviction as the 
work of Direr himself.

Extremely rare and very interesting specimen of an imprint from the 
first press of Briinn (Czechoslovakia) with full colophon. The first prin- 
ters were Conrad Stahel, a priest from Blaubeuren and Mathias Preun- 
lein of Ulm. Stahel had been partner of Benedictus Mayr at Passau in 1482 
and of Andreas Corvus of Venice in 1484, where he had probably met Math. 
Preunlein. 

The press of these two partners at Brinn had produced only ten 
books altogether, several of which are known only in single copies. The 
British Museum possesses three examples. 

This interesting treatise on the Study of Law by the famous Paduan legist 
(died ca. 1490), is the second or third product of this press. It is printed in 
two beautiful, large Gothic types. ”The author raises some interesting 
questions, but often offers disappointingly vague answers, as to his query ‘Quis 
locus ad studium videatur esse potissimus:‘ and in his remarks ‘de paranda veste 
libris ac preceptore‘. He advises students to give four hours to work in the 
morning and four in the evening, and to keep a horologe in their cubicles that 
they may know how time goes. To the question whether points should be read 
up before or after the oral lecture he answers, both. He is also clear that the 
canon law should be studied before the civil.” (Pollard, Hawkins Cat. p. 292.) 

In the recently issued little guide-book to the Ann Mary Brown-Memorial, 
the author of the descriptive essay, Miss Stillwell, in a brief paragraph on the 
chief treasures of the Rush C. Hawkins-Collection, especially mentions this 
volume in these words: A small quarto, a treatise on the study of law, issued at 
Briinn in 1488 is of surpassing beauty.

Joannes Eremita Cassianus, a celebrated recluse, was probably born 
about 360. In company with his friend Germanus he visited Egypt, and dwelt 
for several years among the ascetics of the desert near the banks of the 
Nile. At the request of Castor, bishop of Apt, he wrote two monumental and 
influential treatises on the monastic life. The De /nstitutione Coenobivrum (in 
12 books) describes the dress, the food, the devotional exercises, tbe discipline 
and the special spiritual dangers of monastic life in the East (gluttony, undhastity, 
avarice, anger, gloom, apathy, vanity and pride), — The book is preceded by an 
alphabetical register and short notes on the life of Cassianus and his writings, 
followed by a long poem in hexameters. 


The copy belonged to the famous Monastery of Buxheim (Bavaria) 
founded 1402.

It is known that the book is printed with two types, the remarkable very 
small and fine text type, first used in 1459, and a larger type here only used 
for the title-heading and the colophon. But of the greatest importance are the 
Greek letters here used for the first time at all. Proctor ,, The Printing of Greek“ 
on p. 24 says about this remarkable fact: ,, Though the history of Greek printing 
up to 1500 is virtually confined to Italy, the first book in which an attempt is 
made at printing Greek words was the work of a non-Italian press. This is the 
edition of the De Officiis and Paradoxa of Cicero printed by Peter Schéffer at 
Mainz in 1405. It is not indeed certain that this is actually the first printed 
book containing Greek words, because it is not necessarily earlier than the 
Lactantius printed at Subiaco on October 30 of the same year. But as a second 
edition of the Cicero appeared in February 1466, it is natural to assign the first 
edition to the earlier part of the year before; so that probability is in its 
favour, and against the Lactantius. In the Paradoxa, each of its six sections is 
headed by a Greek apophthegm. These puzzled the early printers a good deal... 


It is certain that this famous work is one of the most 
precious products of the art of printing, it is also well known, that a 
complete copy of this edition on paper with full colophon and 
printers mark and in the original binding was not offered for 
sale since the last fourty years or more. But our copy coming di- 
rectly from the library of a monastery was still never on the market 
and is not mentioned by Seymour de Ricci. The state of its preservation is 
unique and totally unattained. The last leaf containing the Horace 
lines is quite intact. 

A former owner hasfadded many very legible and elegant marginal and 
interlined notes. The first note on the ist leaf contains dates of Cicero’s life 
and a short description of the ,De Officiis“. 


Besides all these above-mentional excellent qualities, our copy is bound 
in a very remarkable contemporary binding of the greatest 
interest for all collectors and experts. There are used about 17 or 18 
different, nice stamps, but of principal interest is the name ,s. eriber” (Heribert) or the 
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name ,e. criber“ or ,criher“, four times used on ead plate. 
mentioned still now in the book-binding literature and here mentioned for the 
first time. The preservation of the binding is rather good a few places are 
slightly rubbed, but most of the stamps appear very fresh. Seymour de Ricci 
mentiones in its Census only 2 other copies in an original binding.

“The edition of the Summa dated 1476, ascribed to Christophorus Arnol- 
dus by Hain 5381, following Panzer III, 119, 255, is evidently one of Hanthaler’s 
Lilienfeld forgeries, the editio princeps of this work having been first printed in 
the author’s native place, Chivasso, in 1486.” (Brit. Mus. Cat. V, p. XIII, note 3). 

The first blank leaf which contains a library-stamp and some old entries 
is made up on upper part. The first sixteen leaves are also slightly damaged 
on the right corner and repaired with small loss of text. Besides these insignifi- 
cant damages the copy is partly browned and stained by water, esp. at the be- 
ginning and end.

| This is the second edition of the German Hortus, and the first issued by 
Schénsperger,a very rapidly made reprint (within 5 months) of the Mainz Hor- 
tus of Schéffer, dated March 28 of the same year. 

It is:one:of the most beautiful editions of the Hortus. All the suab- 
sequent ones are printed in 2 columns and illustrated by woodcuts of much 
smaller size. ; 

It is supposed that the Hortus was compiled ‘by one Johann de Cube 
who names himself in chapter 76 speaking of ”ein gute arczney die mal ver- 
sucht an vil enden von mir meister Johan von Cube”, and who is identified with 
Dr. Joh. Wonnecke, of Caub or Cube, who was town-physician of Frank- 
fort at the end of the 15th century. In the preface is an account of the prepa- 
ration of the book of which it is stated that the originator of the work caused 
a master learned in medicine to compile from the great masters, Galen, Avi- 
cenna, Serapion, and others, a volume dealing with the virtues of herbs, &c., but 
finding that it was essential to include certain plants that grew in foreign lands, 
he prepared himself for a pilgrimage to the Holy Sepulchre. Thus, in the com- 
pany of a skilful painter, he undertook a long journey through Italy, Greece and 
other countries to the Holy Land, thence to Arabia Minor, Mount Sinai, Baby- 
lonia, and by Alexandria into Egypt. The identity of this scientific traveller 
who was a presumably rich man, apparently not a doctor, cannot be established. 


Besides the series of Herbs and natural objects which the work describes, 
it contains an index of drugs according to their uses, a short treatise on “the 
Colours of Vrines” and their significance — with a welldrawn woodcut of a 
physician inspecting a glass of urine, while a female patient with a basket awaits 
his verdict —, further a long index of diseases with reference to the chapters 
containing medicines appropriate to them, and an alphabetical index of herbs 
and other objects.

The real name of the author is properly “Abulkasim”, an Arabian physi- 
cian at Cordova, who died after 1009. This first Latin translation is probably 
made from a Hebrew text. It is doubtfully attributed to Albucasis, a native of 
Cordova in the eleventh century. It deals with the preparation of medi- 
cines, and was frequently reprinted with the works of Mesue the younger. 
He is the most famous writer in Arabian Surgery, but his works did not appear 
in translation until 1519 . . .

Further the book contains 114 fine decorative lily -of-the- 
valley capitals, a notable pictorial N at beginning, representing the editor, 
Nicol. Donis, presenting his book to Pope Paul II, and a smaller C 
on fol.

Winsor p. 49—50: The map of the world is believed to bear the ear- 
liest known configuration of Greenland. 

The maps are printed on the inner side of the sheets and have mostly 
a description printed on the recto of the first leaf and enclosed in a decorative 
border. 

The Latin text of Jacobus Angelus has been revised for this edition by 
Nicolaus Donis (Germanus), a Benedictine from Reichenbach in Bavaria (see 
Falk, Die deutschen Kartographen Nicolaus von Cusa, Kardinal, und Nicolaus 
Donis, Benedictiner, in Zentralblatt fir Biblioth. XII, S. 512). He is considered 
to have been the first to give on the maps the degrees of longitude 
and latitude. 

Our copy is in an unattained state of preservation, each leaf is very 
clean and free from any wormhole, the margins of the text-leaves as well 
as of the maps are very ample. 

The margins of the maps are almost throughout folding. In nearly all 
copies known the folds in the middle of the maps are broken while all maps 
of our copy are entirely intact.

This tract, one of the most popular antisemitic publications 
of the middle ages, consists of an apocryphal letter that was supposed to 
have been sent in the year 1000 A. D. from Rabbi Samuel of Morocco to Rabbi 
Isaac and to have been translated from the Arabic in the year 1338 by Alphon- 
sus de Bonihominis, a Dominican Monk. Its object is the refutation of Judaism 
from Scripture. 

Samuel Abu Nasr Ibn Abbas, a son of Iudah Ibn Abbas, of Fez, 
lived in the twelfth century. He studied philosophy, mathematics, and medicine, 
and for the purposes of study he travelled in Irak and Syria. In the city of Ma- 
ragha he claimed to have had two visions in whidi Mohammed appeared to him. 
He thereupon embraced Islam.

The Nuremberg Chronicle has held, and still holds a unique position 
among pictorial chronicles, as being the most remarkable production of its 
kind. It is a general history beginning with the creation of the world, and carying 
on the subject to the reign of the Emperor Maximilian, with whose characteristic 
portrait the volume closes. The illustrations are of great interest and are very 
varied, representing the progress of Creation; genealogies being made to form 
ornamental borderings by means of their decorative linking together with foliage 
and brancdhwork, often treated with great boldness and beauty, Cyclops, Herma- 
phrodites, Views of Cities, Portraits of Emperors, and many others impossible to 
mention in a brief catalogue discription. From Trithemius one learns that the 
author of the ‘Chronicle’, Hartmann Sdiedel, compiled it from various sources, 
"adding some things on his own authority.” There is also a very interesting 
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reference to the discovery of the New World, the book being published 
three or four months after Columbus had returned and made known his discovery. 
But in this chronicle, a native of Nuremberg, Martin Behaim, is given the 
honour of being the actual discoverer, as a counterclaim set up in consequence 
of the news of Columbus‘ return.

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A very curious picture-book of high interest and importance in the histo- 
ry of literature and civilisation. It is, in imitation of pedagogical plays invented 
by Murner, a book of instruction for card games by which the rules of the Latin 
grammar should be made more intelligible to the scholars and better inscribed 
to the memory, according to the then much used text-books, the “ars minor 
Donati” and the “regula Remigii”. The numerous and very interesting large wood- 
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cuts, with which the book is adorned, were made by an excellent artist, probably 
of Strassburg, whereas the smaller and rather primitive woodcuts, whic) are 
designed after the instruction of Ringmann himself, were made at St. Dié. This 
is the second book printed in this small town of the Vosges. 
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No. 500. Ringmann. 


The author, Matthias Ringmann a famous Alsacian humanist, born 
at Schlettstadt 1482, died 1511, was renowned as poet, grammarian and especially 
as historian and geographer. Besides his importance as author of the “Gramma- 
tica figurata”, Ringmann deserves special interest for the history of geography. 
He was the corrector of the text of the famous book of Hylacomylus (or 
Waldseemiller) “Cosmographicae Introductio”. This is the first book printed 
at St. Dié (1507) and the first one to contain the name America; from this 
book the newly discovered continent has derived its name for all time. — Further 
the present book is of great geographical account as giving some dates for the 
origin of the important Strassburg-Ptolemy edition of 1513. 
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The “Grammatica figurata” is of an extreme rarity, only three copies 
being known and these three copies are all in Public Libraries, viz. at Minchen, 
Vienna and Prag (defective). This scarcity results from the destination of such a 
popular school-book: by the daily use of the students it was soon worn out and 
then thrown away. Thus no copy of this Rarissimum has ever been on the 
market. 

The information regarding the author, his literary work and his relations 
with Waldseemiiller and the other Alsacian humanists see Schmidt, Histoire 
littéraire de l’Alsace, II, p. 87—132. There is published in 1905 a Facsimile- 
Edition of this curious book with a historical account by F. R. v. Wieser, 
which we will forward to the buyer of the above book.

These many cuts 
illustrate a poem written by Heinrid: Wirrich (or Wirri) honouring the marriage 
between the archduke Karl of Austria and the dudiess Maria of Bavaria, which 
took place 26 August 1571 at Vienna. 


The work is of great importance to heraldry, to the history of co- 
stumes and weapons and to general history of the 16th century. The nume- 
rous coats of arms are such of the knights of the escorte and suite to the two 
princes and princesses.

1145—50 he wrote the famous sententiarum libros, the leading theological work 
in the middle ages, a dogmatical treatise on the doctrines of the Holy Scripture, 
Church-fathers and the Decreta of the councils.

Good & perfect copy of this famous medical compendium which must al- 
ways be considered the foundation stone of any collection of early printed me- 
dical books. Its high value and importance principally lies with the beautiful 
woodcuts, which really are of very fine design but do not show any monogram 
or other indication of an artist. They are considered the earliest anatomi- 
cal woodcut ever published and are probably from the designs of Man- 
tegna. “The design is undoubtedly by an artist nearly related to Gentile Bel- 
lini... There is a statuesque ease in the arrangement of the compositions, which 
gives them an appearance of relief, and harmonises admirably with the simple 
and firm outline-drawing. The scenes which exhibit the dying plague-patient, 
and the consultation of doctors, have a touch of that solemn gravity which Ve- 
netian art knew so well how to infuse into the pictorial representation of im- 
portant incidents” (Lippmann, Wood Engr. pp. 99—103.) These cuts are virtually 
unique, their beauty and boldness of drawing combined never having been pre- 
viously approached, in later years its only possible rival being the Poliphilus. 
They first appeared in 1493 in an Italian edition by the same printer: unknown 
to Hain and now practically unprocurable, and appear in our edition with slight 
alternations in two cases only.

The doctor with his pupils demonstrating on a flask of urine held up to him 
by a young attendant (1. XLVI vo); 10. Petrus de Montagna in his libra- 
ry, three persons waiting to consult him, having brought the usual baskets con- 
taining urinals (1. LVIII ro). 


The book itself is a collection of medical treatises by various contempo- 
raries of Ketham who was a German physician, living perhaps in Italy towards 
the end of the 15th century. The book contains the following treatises: De uri- 
narum iudiciis; de fleubothomia et venis; de cautelis venarum; de membris geni- 
talibus; de problematibus; de cyrugia; de egritudinibus particularibus; de peste; 
Mundini anathomia; anathomia Alexandri Achillini; de egritudinibus puerorum.

The second treatise is an interesting monograph 
on milk and cheeses,

Gabriel de Zerbis lived at the end of the 15th and at beginning of the 
16th century, he was professor of medicine at Padua.

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First edition of the famous ,Epitome”, the rarest and per- 
haps the most curious and interesting work of Vesalius. 

Choulant (p. 180) writes on this book: ,This work is very rare and is 
incomplete in most of the existing editions, because it never was 
intended to be bound together, but rather for use in separate sheets, as appears 
from the concluding paragraph on sheet M. It should, therefore, also be included 
in the group of fugitive sheets (fliegende Blatter). The 12 first sheets 
bear the signature A—M and are printed on both sides. The two last sheets, 
following the concluding paragraph, are without signature and are printed on 
one side only. All the individual parts are intended to be cut out, are to be 
pasted together into two whole figures. Elaborate directions for this procedure 
are given...” 

The title-page is made from the same plate as that in the edition of the 
principal work of 1543, and so are also Vesalius picture on page 11 (G), 
the skeleton page 17 (K), the nerves, page 21 (M), and the dhief figure as well 
as several smaller figures among the sheets without signature. On the other 
hand, we do not find in the principal work the five myologic plates (leaf G, 
H, D, and the nude figures of a man and a woman (page 18, 19, K, L), 
the latter especially well drawn and beautifully executed. 

These seven plates have been added in the Epitome.” 

Our copy is quite complete, it contains also the two extremely rare 
leaves at the end, without signature. De Feyfer knows only two com- 
plete copies (at Utrecht and Léwen). The great value of the ,Epitome”, which 
is published in the same year and month as the first edition of the ,Fabrica”, 
is well known. 

The superb cuts are probably the work of Jan Stephan van 
Calcar (1499—1546), who lived at Naples where he also executed the cuts for 
the Epitome and the Fabrica of Vesal (cf. Thieme-Becker V, p. 376). 

Our copy of this extremely scarce and famous work is in a very good 
state of preservation. The cuts are all entirely uncoloured, the leaves 
1—12 are free from any wormhole and the margins are very ample. From a fold 
in the middle of all leaves are resulted insignificant tears in the leaves G—M 
which are repaired, in leaf L with insignificant lost of 1 or 2 letters at the 
margin. 

In the last 2 leaves without signature are some small wormholes. 

Copies of such a good state of preservation are as well as unknown.

They are 
executed with greatest care and of high artistic value. This edition contains twelve more plates 
than the Amsterdam edition of 1705. 

Sibylla Merian (1647—1717) was the daughter of the famous engraver Matthew Merian. She 
became the pupil of the Dutch painter Abr. Mignon and achieved high distinction by her flower 
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pieces which are marked by careful finish and delicate handling. The above works are not only 
of entomological interest as it may appear from the titles, but are equally important from the 
botanical point of view, the flowers and plants being equally well represented together with the 
Insects. The designs were made by the authoress herself from nature; she lived several years in 
Surinam for that special purpose. The book on the fauna of Surinam is also the first to contain a 
description of the tadpole of Pseudis paradoxa as a frog changing into a fish.
